GRANGE  - U-H  COOPERATION 

Wib  Justi,  Youth  Deputy,  National  Grange,  has  alerted  us  to  a proposed  Grange- 
U— H recognition  program  which  its  staff  hopes  to  initiate  this  year.  The 
formal  proposal  has  been  studied  by  members  of  the  U-H  Sub-Committee.  All  of 
us  recognize  that  the  time  is  very  short  for  instigating  such  a program  this 
year  and  the  only  thing  which  could  be  done  is  for  State  Grange  representatives 
and  State  U-H  Club  leaders  to  confer  on  it  before  any  program  is  attempted. 

Individual  members  of  the  Sub-Committee  feel  this  should  be  an  invitational 
arrangement  to  be  worked  out  within  each  State  on  somewhat  the  same  basis  as 
the  God-Home-Country  Award  program  of  several  church  groups.  We  should 
understand  that  it  is  a Grange  program  in  which  we  are  asked  to  cooperate. 

The  responsibility  for  making  the  awards  would  rest  with  the  State  Granges. 

The  idea  has  been  discussed  in  principle  by  the  U-H  Sub-Committee  in  earlier 
meetings  but  we  have  not  had  opportunity  to  discuss  the  specific  proposal  now 
before  us.  It  is  likely  that  a State  Grange  representative  will  be  calling 
on  you  or  your  staff  as  the  first  step  in  any  State  program. 


TERMINATION  OF  SEEDS  FOR  DEMOCRACY  PROGRAM 

The  program  for  sending  adapted  seeds  to  youth  organizations  and  others  in 
Asia  has  made  a very  significant  contribution  to  friendship  and  survival  in 
many  countries.  You  will  recall  that  the  Seeds  for  Democracy  Program  conducted 
by  the  Asia  Foundatiop  has  been  listed  as  one  of  the  opportunities  to  share 
in  U-H  Club  work.  We  are  now  advised  by  John  Reed  that  the  program  is  being 
closed  out.  Mr.  Reed  advises  further  that  the  American  response  was  truly 
gratifying  and  that  the  strengthening  of  civic  consciousness  on  the  part  of 
participating  Asian  organizations  has  been  significant  indeed.  Through  seed 
packets,  these  groups  have  come  into  contact  with  rural  people  in  their  own 
countries  and  have  been  awakened  to  the  need  and  opportunity  for  useful  work 
among  their  fellow  countrymen.  The  effect  of  this  awakening  will  be  felt  for 
years  to  come.  In  turn,  we  thank  you  for  your  cooperation  and  support  in 
this  effort. 
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CLOTHING  SPECIALISTS  CONSIDER  i|-H 

The  recent  clothing  specialists  workshop  in  Oklahoma  featured  a special 
presentation  by  the  U— H clothing  development  committee.  Martha  Harrison, 
chairman,  and  two  clothing  specialists , illustrated  how  the  U-H  clothing 
program  can  be  adapted  to  meet  the  developmental  needs  of  boys  and  girls.

STAFF  AND  LEADER  DEVELOPMENT 
Georgia  — District  Meetings  on  U-H 

These  were  agent  training  meetings  in  which  county  programs  were 
evaluated  and  discussions  were  held  on  the  trends  and  the  look  ahead.

New  York  - Leadership  Development 

The  Annual  Leadership  Training  Confer  ence  on  Child  Development  and  Family 
Relation  was  held  April  21-22 } at  Cornell  University.  This  year's  theme 
was  "The  Family  Today:  Recognizing  Its  Joys  and  Strength".  Special 

interest  groups  for  1+-H  Club  leaders  and  county  h-H  Club  agents  entitled 
"Seeing  the  World  Through  Our  Ears". 

Ohio  - Leader  Training 

Over  200  local  advisers  attended  the  Northeastern  Ohio  Training 
Conference  with  the  general  theme  "Looking  over  the  U-H  Clover".  The 
conference  was  planned  by  a committee  of  agents  working  in  Cleveland 
with  Russ  Smith  of  the  State  1+-H  Club  staff.  John  Banning  of  our  staff 
was  keynote  speaker.  The  title  of  his  talk  was  "A  Handful  of  Keys  to 
Leadership" . 

There  were  a total  of  12  optional  sessions  and  each  adviser  had  an 
opportunity  to  participate  in  two  of  them.  Expenses  of  the  leaders 
were  provided  by  the  Ohio  U—H  Club  Foundation  and  Sears  Roebuck 
Foundation. 

South  Carolina  - 20th  Annual  Leader  Training  Conference 

The  3-day  program  featured  trends  affecting  the  U-H  program  and  adult 
leadership.  This  conference  of  leaders  was  the  first  group  to  use  the 
new  kitchen  and  dining  room  recently  completed  at  Camp  Bob  Cooper. 
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Tennessee  - Leadership  Development 

Tennessee  is  continuing  in  the  third  phase  of  its  Leadership  in  Depth 
program.  A second  group  of  agents  in  each  of  the  five  districts  are 
receiving  training  this  spring  in  the  leadership  program.  Then  these 
agents  will  train  leaders  in  the  counties  to  be  involved.  Some  of  the 
State  Club  staff  members  from  Georgia.,  Oklahoma,,  Arkansas  and  Kentucky 
are  participating  in  a training  session  as  observers  with  the  idea  that 
this  program  will  be  transplanted  to  their  States. 

Texas  - Tractor  Project  Leadership 

Twenty  adult  leaders  from  Parmer  County  attended  the  tractor  school  for 
leaders.  All  are  now  at  work  with  subject  matter  groups  using  the 
training  received  at  the  leader  training  meeting.  There  are  now  10 
tractor  subject  matter  groups  with  a leader  and  assistant  leader  working 
with  each  group.  More  than  80  U—H  Club  members  are  enrolled  in  these 
groups . 


ACTIVITIES  FOR  OLDER  MEMBERS 
Kansas  - State  U—H  Chorus 

The  State  U—H  Chorus  will  present  a special  concert  at  the  1959  Round-Up. 
In  addition,  members  will  attend  special  music  sessions  and  rehearsals 
conducted  by  the  Kansas  State  Music  Department.  Members  of  the  chorus 
are  selected  from  county  applications.  They  must  be  at  least  lU  years 
of  age  and  may  have  attended  Round-Up  only  once  before. 

Maryland  - Citizenship  Tour 

Over  300  U-H’ers  toured  the  Statehouse,  Court  of  Appeals  Building  and 
the  U.  S.  Naval  Academy  in  Annapolis  as  climax  of  the  lj.-H  Citizenship 
program.  Forty  members,  who  will  turn  21  years  of  age  this  year,  were 
honored  in  a citizenship  ceremony.  Parchment  scrolls  of  the  Bill  of 
Rights  and  citizenship  pins  were  presented  to  each. 

Massachusetts  - Teen  Tour 

Five  hundred  girls  learned  first  hand  information  about  current  careers 
for  women  and  opportunities  for  the  future.  Following  an  assembly, 

16  different  tour  groups  took  the  girls  to  centers  to  learn  about 
specific  career  areas. 

Mississippi  - I|.-H  Honor  Club  Introduced 

This  new  program  feature  has  one  of  its  basic  objectives  to  interest 
more  teen-age  1|-H  members  and  to  increase  the  tenure  of  membership.

Pennsylvania  - Young  Men  and  Women* s Conference 

The  annual  Tri-State  Extension  Conference  held  at  Pocono,  Pa.,  this  year 
included  3U0  people  from  seven  States  and  Canada.  An  excellent  balance  of 
speeches , work  groups  and  recreation  made  up  the  program.  The 
seriousness  of  the  present  world  situation  seemed  to  be  pointed  up  at  this 
year’s  conference  more  than  at  any  previous  year.

BROADENING  INTERESTS 

Maine  - Gift  of  Alaska-cedar  Tree 

Members  of  Alaska  1±-H  Clubs  symbolically  linked  hands  with  those  of  Maine 
in  an  April  2k  (Arbor  Day  in  Maine)  ceremony.  It  all  started  with  a 
request  by  a U— H Club  in  Maine  to  Senator  Margaret  Chase  Smith  for  an 
Alaskan  tree.  Senator  Smith  enlisted  the  assistance  of  Senator  Gruening 
of  Alaska.  The  Alaska-cedar , estimated  to  be  about  8 or  10  years  old, 
was  brought  to  Washington  by  USDA  from  the  Tongass  National  Forest  near 
Sitka.  In  planting  the  tree  club  members  used  soil  samples  from  all  5>0 
States  to  further  emphasize  nationwide  unity  toward  the  goal  of  reforesta- 
tion. 

Alabama  - State  Foundation 

The  Directors  of  the  Alabama  U— H Foundation  met  in  Montgomery,  Alabama, 
recently.  With  $10,000  raised  to  date,  a fund  raising  campaign  is  under 
way. 
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Indiana  - Recreation  conference 

F.  L.  McReynolds  was  chairman  of  the  Governor’s  Conference  on  recreation 
in  Indiana.  More  than  300  attended.  Conference  goal  was  coordinating 
planning  among  agencies  working  in  recreation  field,,  and  to  provide 
adequate  opportunities  for  Hoosier  citizens. 

Mississippi  - Foundation  Support 

Recently  the  Mississippi  State  Advisory  Council  and  U-H  Foundation  met 
in  Jackson  and  made  further  plans  for  strengthening  U— H work.  Progress 
was  reported  in  raising  the  $100,000  endowment  for  the  Mississippi 
Foundation.  The  annual  income  from  this  investment  will  be  used 
perpetually  for  U— H scholarships  and  exchanges  of  U— H members  between 
States 3 countries  and  the  IFYE  Program. 

Nevada  - People-to-People 

In  a well  written  editorial  the  Eagle-Standard  of  Fallen  Nev.5  lauded 
the  people-to-people  programs  by  U-H'ers  of  Churchill  County.  It  also 
pointed  out  additional  work  that  could  be  done. 

Ohio  - Health  Kits 

Each  county  has  been  supplied  with  a kit  entitled  "Health  Information  for 
Ohio’s  U-H  Leaders".  Kits  are  prepared  cooperatively  by  the  Extension 
and  the  Ohio  Department  of  Health.  That  group , as  well  as  the  State 
Medical  Association  serves  on  Ohio’s  U-H  Health  Committee. 

Tennessee  - Field  Testing  New  Literature 

A field  testing  in  10  counties  is  being  made  on  the  new  U-H  Foods  and 
Nutrition  Project.  The  title  of  the  newest  publication  is  "Out  Door 
Meals".  The  field  testing  was  done  in  10  counties.  In  Dyer  county3  for 
example3  a group  of  U-H  Clubbers  held  a county  outdoor  breakfast.  Plans 
are  for  U— H members,  leaders  and  agents  to  give  a full  evaluation  of  this 
booklet. 

Virginia  - Evaluation  of  U-H  Literature 

The  State  U-H  staff  is  taking  a serious  look  at,  and  evaluation  of  U-H 
literature.  The  literature  needs  and  pattern  are  being  considered  in 
relation  to  the  total  U-H  program.
